Tli« topic ot a Ntitional Fedt^ra- 
tioii of llio Df'uf scoiiiH lo l)o njiiiiiii}; 
iu iiit»Mi'Bt amoiifr Mi« <l«>af jiiHl now. 
At tiUH lime, liowevor, tlioro iH iio- 
tliitiff to mIiow iliat tlio (l(*af of tlip 
country ar(i ciilhUMiaHtic ovor tlio 
plan. TiiP al)l(?Ht deaf seoin to Ix' 
iioldinj^ l)ack, perhaps, await inn 
developnienlH, and ho it may l)e too 
early to jud^o of thoouteomo Bill 
there are always two sides to a 
question, and they should both come 
out for our eulitflilcwiment. Many 
good tJiinjts may be said of the Fe 
deration, but are there no flaws in it 
which need consideialionV Why 
do not more deaf speak up ? 

In a lecent issue ot the Silent 
Worker, Mr. Dou>!la8Tilden speaks 
his mind freely. Ilis plan of pro 
cedure in etTe(!tinK the Federation, 
couched in the ceremonial lan- 
(juaup of secret Orders, is intreresl- 
iuK ; l>tit h(> only ({ives one side of 
the subject, the one formed by liim 
self. In the main, Mr. 'I'ilden en- 
larfiPH upon what has already been 
outlined in a roujih way by others. 
As a whole, tlie plan a|)p«ais plans 
ibie, nay, fascMiiatinK; but con 
sidered part by pai t, there are ele- 
nienls in the Federation pliin which 
will lie very diflicult to adjust »a 
tisfactorily with certain Slate soci- 
eties, pattl(;ularly those* that are in- 
coi)oraletl and have existe«i for a 
length of time. To ennrafl, these 
old liodies into a main body with 
such varied interests will be a dif 
ficult task. Indeed, it may take so 
much time that it will not \m worth 
tlie while. Think of tearlnu apart 
any thing of lari;e proportions and 
then of re(!onstruclini; another thini! 
with the old miilerials. Will suel 
a way j^ive snlTlcient saiisfaclion. 
Al best, it would but make a weak 
Hlructure. 

Now, we do not Ixdiove iu Ihis 
way of forminj^ a National Federa 
lion, such as In jilaimed. It is not 
llie way similar national bodies 
have originaied, save ju'ihaps, iu 
Miudi cases where the inleri^sls of a 
number of bodies have l)een exactly 
identical, as, for exam[)le, The 
Federation of Labor. Some of our 
State so<!ieties have special ob- 
jects, which oIIhms have not, an<l 
they would be mon; or less alTecteil 
by a Nalional Fedoiatiou. You 
may aivuo that such special inter- 
eats will not be interfered willi, but 
the fact remains that thny would 
still suffer pecuni)iry loss throu^fh 
jifllliatiou with other intvresls. 
'J'ho gist of this argument is to " l(>t 
well enough alone." L<>t us not 
disMirb llie peace of such societies 
as now prosper by reason of their 
independence. Otherwise their 
usefulness to the community in 
which they exist will be checked and 
possibly blighted. 

Why should we not look to such 
\ar^;« ttodies as the Independent 
Order of Odd P\dlowH, The Patri- 
otio Order of Sous of America, etc., 
for a model from which to mouhl 
our proj)osed Nalional Federation ? 
Il is tlm .Supreme Lodge plan. Is 
that not more feasible? 'l'h(» inter- 
ests of tlie two are of one kind. 
The smaller bodies serve the int(>r- 
fli^ls of the larger one as satellites 
jevolvo round a planet. There 
would be no conflict of interests 
such as will undoubtedly ailse if 
lh(4 plan, as outlined so far, is at- 
tempted. 

According to this idea the Nn- 
tionul Association or National 
Federation should bo the central or 
supreme body. Assemblies or 
hianclies shoulil be established in 
the States with rules that conform 
strictly to those of the national 
body. To my mind, this is the best 
way to override numerouti obstacles 
to the plan and insures the great- 
est measure of liarinony. 



The following distressing accident 
was reported in the Sunday papers, 
March 22 : — 

" A tank of ammonia in the fieez- 
ing plant of the Ciidahy Packiim 
Companies, Ninth Street and Girard 
Avenue, exploded yesterday, and 
Patrick O'Brien, the engineer, of 
No. 442 Loudon Street, Gorman- 
town, was severely burned about 
the face. A peculiar feature of 
his injury was that his tongue was 
almost, torn from his mouth by the 
explosion. FI(» was taken to the 
Children's Ilomeopathieal Hospital, 
and his condition is critical. The 
cause of tho explosion is not 
known." 

Mr. O'Brien is a deaf-mute, and 
came here from Omalia, Net)., al)out 
two yeais ago. His t)rother is 
manager of the esta))lishment iu 
which tho accident occurrtMl. Iiater 
reports say that the victim's tongue 
was not injured ax budly as report- 
ed, but his eyes suflfer most and 
l)lindness may result. We sincere- 
ly lioi)e that he will be spared from 
this additional aflliction Mr. 
O'Brien was last seen at All Souls' 
on March 16th, when the writer 
met him. Since he came here, he 
has made quite a circle of friends, 
who deeply regret the unfortunate 
accident. Some of them visit him at 
the hosjiital to give him what com- 
fort and encouragement tlu<y can. 

The Philadelphia lieconl, March 
28th, reports thi^: — 

"There was a three-ring cinsus 
in the Twenty eighth District Police 
Station yesterday, when the entire 
house force, assisted by the reserve 
crew, made a valiant attempt to 
force two pretended deaf and dumb 
men to own up that they were 
fakers. Magistrate Ran watched 
the fun with the iulenlion of deter 
minin:: whetli(<r or not the men 
should be sent up, and at the con- 
cliisiou of the coppers' endeavors 
ho was forced to decide that the 
two men had the l)etterof it. So 
he simply orilerod them to clear 
out of town in twenty-four hours. 

" The men were beggars, using 
tlHMralleg(>d alHietion as a means <»f 
excitii^g pity. They had evidently 
been working extensively, as notes 
were found in a notebook telling of 
good or l>ad localities for their trade, 
and they had stacks of begging 
cards. They were arrested by 
Policemen Thistle while working 
along Ridge Avenue. When ar- 
raigned before the Magistrate they 
drew out little pads and wiote llitdr 
names on Ihem. C'harles Cliur(di- 
hill, of Washington, and .John O. 
TliomaH, of Cincinnal'. 

" In order to lest them the police 
liied all kinds of tricks. Loud 
noises w((ro made behind their 
heads, they were put through all 
kinds of stunts. But it was no use. 
The police are convinced that they 
were fakers, but thej' could not 
prove it."

rROM BALTIMORE 

In a recent issue of the.ToURNAL, 
one of the Baltimore correspon 
<lents, whose identity we have noi 
been able to ascertain, refers to the 
fact tJiai several deaf-mules have 
reeenlly become peddlers of " A B 
C" cards. Following so closely 
upon the heels of Editor Hodgson's 
diatribe anent *' Deaf-Mute Impos- 
tors and Fakirs," Ihis information 
is significant. Now, that honest 
and legitimate peddling of A B C 
cards or of any other kinds of ar- 
ticles cannot be ccmsidered in itself 
disgiaceful, g()ea without .saying, 
but when strong, healthy men, able 
to work and able to procure work, 
go into the business, that is another 
matter, Aiiain, when these men, 
or women, resort to questionable 
means in oriiei to quicken their 
sales, their culpability i.s all the 
more apparent. We have known 
of dcMif-mules who presented ap- 
jieals stating that they were mar- 
ried, and had dozens of hungry and 
naked children at honre: of others 
who said Ihey were out of work 
ami unable to support crip{)lnd par 
ents or grandparents; and of still 
others who saitl they were trying to 
obtain money to go to their homes in 
distant States, etc., etc.; thus work- 
ing upon the sympathies of people 
all too ready to sympathize. One 
instance is known to us of a soap- 
peddler fiom a fiistant southwestern 
Slate, piesenting himself to a house- 
wife, who, unknown to him, was a 
(leaf-mule. When confronted with 
hisowti identity — that he was not 
married, had no children, and was 
com|)aralively l)etter olT in the 
world's goods than her «)wn hus- 
ban<l — he apologized, begged hei not 
to tell on him, and shamefacedly 
retreated. We submit that if there 
is to beany reform in the " impos- 
tor and fakir line" this reform m\ist 
begin right at home. It is the real 
deaf-mute impostor ami fakir, who 
bring.'^ disgrace upon his class. It 
is the work of this class that we 
should most strenuously <lecry. We 
have nothing to say against the 
honest deaf-mute peddler. We re- 
cognize that there are occasions, 
especially during hard times, times 
of panic and business depression, 
when industrious and honest ileaf- 
mutes may be driven t^ peddlini:, 
and to peddle hard rather than to 
beg or 8t«al or starve.

Posinu: as a deaf aud dumb man, 
Edward Mur[)hy, claiming to reside 
on the Nonhsiile, was arrested this 
morning by I'oliceuuin George 
Meyers, in Fifth Avenue, and is 
believed to be a first-class " yegg- 
man" by Captain of Detectives Ed- 
win T. McGough. While soliciting 
aid he is thought to have committeil 
several thefts that have been re- 
ported to the police department. 
He was taken into custody by the 
policeman for drunkenness. 

While the policeman was waiting 
for the patrol wagon to take the 
prisoner to Centrtl Station, a pedes 
Irian informed Policeman Meyers 
the man had been begging in the 
Keystone building, and was thought 
to have stolen apocketbook belojig 
ing to one of Ihe stenographers. 

The man was searched when he 
reached the station, and hii inside 
his umlerwear was found a type- 
written petition used by him when 
begging, .md the names of many 
lousiness men, among them sever- 
al physicians, who had given him 
money and the amount they gave.

Prof. Anrdes Hansen, of the 
Royal School for Deaf and Dumb, 
Nybourg, Denmark, whose visit to 
several of the larger Institutions 
for the Deaf in the United States a 
year ago, will be recalled with 
pleasure by all of the educators of 
the deaf with whom be came in con- 
tact, has just sent to Principal 
Currier, of the New York lusliiu- 
tion, the flag of Denmark. 

Mr. Hansen had read of the in- 
tention of Dr. Crouter, Superinten- 
dent of the Philadelphia Institution 
at Mt. Airy, to make a collection 
of flags of other nations and to fly 
them on occasions of visitsfrom 
people of distinction, using the flag 
of the nation to which such visitors 
may belong, as is the custom of the 
School for the Deaf at Margate, 
England, from which Dr. Crouter 
derived the suggestion he proposes 
to put into effect. Mr. Hansen has 
also sent a flag to Dr. Crouter. 

The flag is of red, with a white 
cross that runs from hem to hem in 
both directions. Mr. Hansen ex- 
plains that its name is " Danebrog," 
and that it is supposed to have first 
been used in a battle in Russis, 
where the Danes were triumphant, 
in the year 1219 A D. It is likewise 
supposed to have been sent from 
the Pope in Rome, aa that parti- 
cular war was a crusade against 
heathen people in Russia, where, for 
a long time, Denmark owned some 
provinces. 

Curiously coincident with the 
arrival of the Danish banner, the 
first visitor to the New York In- 
stitntion was Prof. N. K. Larsen, of 
the Royal School for the Deaf and 
Dumb, Nybonrg, Denmark. He 
comes on a mission of peace and 
progress, to study and ot)serve — not 
as the Danes of old, who followed 
the standard to slay and to conquer.

A Dear nmufm Tragic Uealta, 

Salem, Ore., March 19. — Conrad 
Hagen, aged nine, was instantly 
killed this afternoon at the State 
Deaf Mute School, by falling under 
a heavy farm roller^ Some of the 
larger boys of the institution were 
operating the roller under the direc- 
tion of Superintendent Tillinghast, 
when the Hagen boy ran out from 
behind one of the buildings and 
climbed on to the roller. 

As he climbed upon the roller he 
fell forward, head foremost and 
struck the ground in front of the 
roller, the fall breaking his neck. 
The roller was going down a steep 
hill and passed over him before it 
could be stopped, but his body was 
not crushed. 

The boy was a deaf-mute, and 
with two sisters older than he, was 
an inmate of the school. His sister 
Clara, aged 16, was standing near 
and witnessed the accident. Al- 
most crazed with grief, she was 
quiekly taken away from the scene 
and comforted by the niatro6 and 
teachers. 

The Superintendent, several 
teachem and a number of pupils 
were watching the operation of the 
roller, and the children had been 
warne<l to keep away. The Hagen 
boy, however, had not been present 
when the warning was given, and 
jumped upon the roller before any 
one could prevent. He is a son of 
Mr, and Mrs. C. P, Hagen, of Can- 
by. Coroner Cough investigated the 
circumstances and decided that no 
inquest is necessary. — Oregonian.

It 
has been printed and largely dis- 
seminated by several European 
governments aild has been made a 
text-boolc in i)ublic schools. It 
tx^ar.'^ this very significant motto 
" To combat consumption as a dis- 
ease of the masses succes.-^fully, re- 
quires the combined action of a 
wise government, woll-trained phy- 
sicians, an<l an intelligent people," 

The State Charities Aid Associa- 
ton conducts a i'ress Bureau on 
Tuberdosis, furnishing news items 
weekly to some 500 papers largely in 
the State of Now York, but also to 
papers in the various other States. 
In reply to an inquiry recently sent 
out for the puipose of ascertaining 
whether or not it was the opinion of 
the editors that such service was 
worth while, a letter was received 
from Mr, Charles II, Fahs, a Mis- 
sionary Editor, stating that he 
thought the service was extremely 
valuable and that he often sent the 
material to the medical missionaries 
in foreign lands, saying that he had 
recently forwarded a copy of 
Knopf's " Prize Essay" to Dr, 
George A. Stewart the Medical Mis- 
sionary of a number of Farm Mis 
sionsin China. Continuing he said: 
"I recently received a letter from 
Dr, Stewart staling that the ensay 
was so very suggestive to him, that 
he is reviewing it for a Chinese 
me<lical journal and that he Lad 
written to Dr, Knopf for permission 
to have It translated into Chinese." 
Dr, Stewart states in his letter that 
the Chinese suffer severely from 
the scourge of the Great White 
Plague, and that they know nothing 
about hygienic methods of combat- 
ing it. 

The very valuable information 
contained in the pages of this 
pamphlet will be of great service to 
the Chinese. It is full of such 
practical preceptsas these: " When 
you sweep the room raise as little 
<lust as possible, because the dust 
when breathed irritates the nose and 
throat and may set up catarrh. Some 
of the dust breathed in dusly air 
reaches the lungs," and if "the 
air you breathe contains germs of 
consumption which haA'e come from 
consumptives' spit on the floors, you 
run the risk of getting consumption 
yourself." If consumptives use 
proper spit cups and are careful' in 
coughing and sneezing to hold the 
hand and handkerchief over the 
nose or mouth so as not to scatter 
the spittal a1>ont,, then the risk of 
getting the disease by living in the 
sauH' rooTii is mostly removed.

NEW ENGLAND.

Acting upon the petition of Rev. 
S. Stanley Searing and others in- 
terested in the New England Home 
for Aged Deaf-Mutes, a bill was of- 
fered to the Massachusetts State 
Legislature a few days ago, and 
was referred to the Committee 
on Public Charitable Institutions. 

The committee held a public 
hearing on that subject Monday 
morning, March 30th, at which Mr. 
Searing and others appeared in 
favor of the bill, and none acainst 
it, so far as the writer could learn, 
but two prominent deaf-mutes have 
written their objections bj' proxy 
to their respective representatives. 

The Resolution (Home No. 1325) 
reads as follows: — 

" Resolved, That there be allow- 
ed and paid out of the treasury of 
Commonwealth to the New England 
Home for Aged Deaf-Mutes, the 
sum of thirty-five hundred dollars, 
Ihe same to be paid to the trustees 
of said Home, and to be extended 
under the direction of said trustees 
for the purposes of the Home for 
the year nineteen hundred and 
eight." 

This is not the first time any of 
the trustees of the Home attempted 
to get any financial aid from the 
Legislature for the Home. Mr. W. 
F. Mitchell, then Secretary of the 
Home, peiitioned the legislature 
for an appropriation of |110,000 for 
the Home, through Representative 
Thayer, some years ago, but 
the bill was given " leave to with- 
draw," by the Committee to which 
it was referred, 

I called at the State House to-day 
to get all the information relative 
to the bill this morning, and 
through the " Daily List of Legis- 
lature Committee Hearings," I 
learned the Committee was to meet 
on that subject, in Room 440, at 
10:30, about an hour after I ariiv- 
ed, then I hastened to the Committee 
room only to find the meeting was 
private, but a gentleman came out 
in time to give me all the infoima- 
tions I desired. He said the Com- 
monwealth will pass upon it before 
half past twelve, then I asked him 
if he thought they would recom- 
mend it to the Legislature. He 
says " Tliere is a diflference in the 
Committee" 

The bill will probably meet the 
.same fate as other bills pioviding 
funds for much larger and more de- 
serving charitable institutions like 
Carney Hospital, but there are 
man^^ friends who aie earnestly 
hoping to see the bill pass for the 
sake of " Rkal" aged or infirm deaf 
mutes only, and no one eUse. If the 
bill fails to pass, it will not be due 
to lack of effort or interest of any 
one, bnt pi-ove more from fear of 
setting a bad precedeut. 

Under the management of Mrs. 
P. S. Bowden, of Beverly, an after- 
noon social, and a novel entertaiu- 
meiit in the evening will be given 
at the Home in Everett, on Patriot's 
Day, April 20th, The admission 
fee will be twenty-five cents each, 
and twenty-five cents each for sup- 
per.

During her illness she made no 
ex)mplaint, bravely facing the 
inevitable, consoling her friends 
with her high confidence in the 
reward to follow a useful and 
Christian life. 

Miss West was bom in Lowell, 
<io, and came of a family 
iied in many ways. Iler 
father, Daniel West, was a pro- 
minent dry goods merchant in Mer- 
rimack Street, opposite .John Street. 
She was the youngest of three 
daughters, and, having all the ad- 
vantages of wealth and social posi- 
tion, they made the home of their 
father a center of culture. Miss 
West was burdened with the afflic- 
tion of deafness in early life, but, it 
never marred the sweetness of her 
disposition, but rather deep'^ied 
her charity for all who were afflict- 
ed in any w«y. She and her sister, 
the late Mrs. Ilosford, widow of 
Mavor Hosford, were never separat- 
ed "in life, and the care that Mrs. 
Uosford had given to Miss West 
was continued by Mr. Arthur Ilos- 
ford, under whose roof she passed 
her declining years, in comfort and 

peace. 

Those who knew Miss West will 
long remember her for many acts of 
kindness, and there are sincere 
mourners for her to-day. She had 
a broad sympathy for all good works, 
and while not always able to take 
part actively in public charities, 
she had her own good way of giving 
substantial aid to every worthy 
cause. Her life was a beautiful 
one, and at its closing the world 
was better for her having lived in it. 
As one who knew her well said, 
last evening, upon learning of her 
death, " Her life was a succession

The funeral was held from 
Mr. Ilosford's refidence, and the 
burial was private.

Xlie 4>)allHud«t fflcmorial. 

It is proposed to create ainemorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas (iallaudet, 
D.D., by tiie erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of AuiHterdani Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-live feet bacl< from the 
line of the atrcot to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, wliich will form a facade 
t.o the church ediliceand be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been asHOciated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St, 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used tor the sooial, re- 
li^,'i()UH and industrial iiocds of llio 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount rcciuircd for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Uuilding" will 
1)6 about $,'50,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a Conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples, Tl>ey themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
